It is always far easier to point out an 


abuse, than to discover the remedy; and 
while ue i"cc' ture that ffu- of uur rt'adia-s 
will fail to t>K the gross iniqnality of oar 
present postal system and the -ainiiifest 
panh'ily ol its management, we do not ex- 
pert that all will at once agree upon the 
change;} necessary to cure the evil. 


AVe have s'::owh that the expenses of the 


Department nre borne in very unequal 
shares by different States; that as now dis- 
tributed, thiy cpnslituii! in fact a lax upon 
industry and enterjirise; and that the re 
muneration paid for mail-transportations i. 
as grossly unequal the other way, being 
largest in those sections of tl:e countri 


which pay the least proportion of their ow 
expenses. 
AVe have also shown, though 


only by n single' illustration, that an in- 
crease of the uniform rate will only make 
ihe disparity still greater, and the tax still 
more Imrdens3n:e upon those who bear the 
greatest tnaro of it now. 
' 


We must now task our readers' patience 


with a few more figures, to put this matter 
in a Hill clearer light. We will suppose 
that each State is required to* pay its own 
mail expenses. Assuming thattha amount 
of correspondence and the expenses rnnaii 
the same as during the period of the last 


official report, from which our other state- 
menu have been calculated, we arrive at 
tome curious results. 
Discarding fractions 


of a cent in the rates, we find that UUODE 


ISLAND alone, cf all the Stales in the Union 
wo; Id pay ils postal expenses of everv na- 
ture by a rate of two cents a letter. The 
surplus-paying States would only be a 
fraction below the present rate of three 
cents, and Xew Hampshire and Wisconsin 
a trifle oYi-r it. 
Maine, Vermont, Xew Jcr- 


sty, Delaware, loiva, Michigan and Xlinne- 
iola would fully or very nearly pay at the 
rate of four c.-nts. Maryland, itcntucky, 
Ohio and Indiana would require the rate of 
five cents. Virginia, Tennessee, .Missouri 
and Illinois lix, Georgia seven, Alabama 
eight, South Carolina nine, North Carolina 
Mississippi and Texas ten. Florida would 
be obliged to pay twelve cents, Louisiana 


_ thirteen, and Arkansas nearly twenty cent: 


for every letter. (Th,: Pacific States would 
only rise from the present rate of ten to 
about fourteen cents; Kansas would re- 
quire a rate of only nine cents. Nebraska 
one of fourteen, Xew Mexico one of eighty, 
and eviry Utab letter would be taxed a 
dollar and u half. 
These rates, however, 


me all exceptional, as we have shown be- 
fore.) 
Su'.h a discrimination ofr.v.ep, wide 


as the diil'urcncc appears, would be noth- 
ing more Ihiiu even-handed justice betueen 
the several Slate? -which form the Union; 
such ju-t-'.-e as n company ol individuals, as- 
sociated lor mutual benefit would require of 
each other. 
\V't therefore commend it to 


the f.ii-ra- of consistent Slates' Ilights men.
